The base is about 3 
miles from the town of Churchill with 
daily bus service and plenty of taxis 
which you may enjoy for $5.00 a trip. 
Buses are used to commute the small 
children to school in the zero weather, 


The temperature drops to 45 and 50 
degrees below zero in the winter and 
goes as high as 80 degrees in the sum- 
mer. When the season changes they 
have intense blizzards and the fog 
will raise in about 10 minutes, making 
it very dangerous for aircraft landing. 
Lights are supplied by deisel power 
and there is a water system and sew- 
ers. All kinds of wild flowers bloom. 
There is very little grass and a few 
evergreens and sdrub trees. 

The Girl Guides and Boy Scouts are 
very active and send many members 
to summer camps. Baseball is enjoy- 
ed, but in the winter there is much 
more activity such as hockey, curling, 
and broomball. A carnival is enjoyed,

There is nothing wrong with 
ing, says the circular, providing the 
lease is satisfactory. In some areas 
on this continent where farm incomes 
and values are high, over one-half of 
the farms are rented. 

Renting gives a young farmer a 
chance to get started farming on his 
own in areas where both land values 
and farm incomes are high, A young 
farmer would usually be better off 
to rent a good farm, and put his capi- 
tal into livestock and machinery than, 
to make a down payment on a poor 
farm and not haye money to buy the 
livestock and machinery he needs. 


Chicory (Chicorium intybus, L) is 
®& Weed that has emigrated trom 
Europe and made itself very much at 
home in this country. Its bright blue 
flowers are a common sight at this 
time of year along roadsides, in 
meadows and in cultivated land also. 

The weed is a perennial with a long 
tap root which robs crops of food and 
Water, The root has been dried, 
round and used as a coffee substi- 
tute at times, although it adds nothing 
to the quality of the brew. The flow- 
ers are blue and about the size of a 
fifty cent piece, arranged in clusters 
of three or four and attached to a 
many branched and almost leafless 
stem. Most of the leaves are close to 
the ground and look like overgrown 
dandelion leaves, with a few quite 
small leaves along the hairy, tough

RENTAL ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR YOUR FARM 

About 17 percent of all Ontario 
farms are rented, either fully or in 
part, according to a recent circular 
“Rental Arrangements for Your 
Farm,” prepared by Agricultural He- 


culture. In addition to discussing 
rental arrangements, the circular in- 
cludes lease fornis for both cash and 


The circular points out that there 
are two common types of rental ar- 
rangements: share rentals and cash 
rentals. Under a share rental, the 
landlord and tenant receive specified 
Shares of the farm income. Share 
rentals are most popular in the cash 
crop areas of the province. The land- 
lord usually pays some of the operat- 
ing expenses and both landlord and 
tenant share the risk of crop failure 
or the advantage of bumper crops. 
Under a cash rental agreement the 
tenant pays a specified sum for the 
use of the land and buildings. Most 
cash rentals in Ontario are on mixed 
livestock farms. 

Although a recent survey of rentals 
in Ontario showed that there were 
written agreements on 56 percent of 
the rented farms, verbal agreements 
are obviously still very common. But 
an adequate written agreement is 
likely to lead to fewer misunderstand- 
ings than a verbal agreement. 

The many questions dealing with 
leases — what is a fair lease, what 
are the most common contributions 
in a share rental, what contbributions 
are made in cash rentals, the settling 
of disputes — are discussed in this 
new circular, “Rental Arrangements 
For Your Farm.”

Mr. W. C. Allan of the Department 
of Entomology, O.A.C., states that in 
most parts of the Province liltle or no 
damage will be caused by white grubs! 
this season. Growers are, therefore, 
advised to continue with planting and 
seeding operations regardless of the 
presence of these pests. If the soil is 
heavily infested, Mr. Allan recom- 
mends that growers seed and fertilize 
a little heavier than usual to compen- 
sate for any damage which might 
take place before the grubs stop feed- 
ing. The use of insecticides in such 
areas is not recommended as these 
are slow in killing and expensive to 
use. 

Where the soil is light and where 
some injury from white grubs has 
been prevalent every year, insecticid- 
es such as aldrin, chlordane, dieldrin 
and heptachlor should be applied to 
and worked into the soil. Growers 
in these areas should see the 1955 
Ontario Vegetable Protection Calen- 
dar for details of treatment.

Poultry Industry 
Leader Honoured 


“He taught men to think.” 

This tribute was paid to Dr. W. R. 
Graham, former head of the Poultry 
Department, Ontario Agricultural Col- 
lege, when on July 5th at the O.A.C. 
a plaque was unveiled in his honour 
which officially gave the name 
“Graham Hall” to the main building 
of the O.A.C.,s Poultry Department. 
Participating in the ceremony, an 
event of the annual Ontario Poultry: 
Conference, were leaders of the poul- 
try industry and Ontario Minister of 
Agriculture, F, S. Thomas, a former 
student of Dr. Graham’s, 

Graduating from the 0.A.C. in 1894, 
Dr. Graham was appointed to the staff 
in 1899, and in 1908 was made profes- 
sor of poultry husbandry. From then 
until his retirement in 1940, he played 
an important part in many advances 
in the poultry industry. Among them 
was the setting up of a record of per- 
formance policy for poultry, similar to 
that for dairy cattle, and the idea for 
an organization of scientific poultry 
husbandry workers, culminating in 
the formation of the Poultry Science 
Association on this continent and 
jater the World Poultry Science As- 
Sociation, He was generally credited 
with having done more than any one 
person to develop the poultry industry 
from its early beginnings.

Union Rejects 
Ownership Offer 


(The Rural Scene) 

In the recent negotiations between, 
the Ford Company of America and 
the UAW Union the big issue was the 
guaranteed annual wage which would 


erage wages during periods of layoff. 5 

The company rejected this demand 
and made a counter-proposal of a 
five-year contract with regular annual 
wage increases and other fringe bene- 
fits, plus the privilege to every em- 
ployee to buy stock in the company 
at half price, the company itself pay- 
| ing the other half. 

This offer was promptly rejected 
by the union representatives. They 
were appalled at the idea of the mem- 
bers of their union becoming share- 
holders in the company that employ- 
ed them. So they asked for an ad- 
journment to give them time to study 
the proposal. : 

The next day they came back with 
a decided rejection of the company’s 
offer. The upshot was a modification 
of the union's demands. They would 
be satisfied with a guaranteed wage 
of 60 to 65 percent of the regular 
wage, such guaranteed wage to be 
paid during layoffs but not for more 
than 26 weeks in a year. 

This offer along with larger pen- 
sions and some other fringe benefits 
was finally agreed to by all parties,
